DISTRIBUTION TO LIBRARIES AND INDIVIDUALS 


The Superintendent of Documents is not authorized to supply docu- 
ments free to individuals, except publications specifically authorized by 
Congress to be distributed by him to persons designated by Senators, 
Representatives, or Delegates. 

The Superintendent of Documents will receive documents from libra- 
ries that have them in duplicate, and will redistribute the same to other 
libraries to complete broken sets therein, or to libraries that have no 
Government publications. 

In making application for documents librarians should state clearly 
what is desired, and certify whether the documents asked for are for 
the purpose of making up deficiencies, or the creation of a document 
library. 

In no case will documents be supplied to a library unless it has a per- 
manent organization and, if not a designated depository, the indorse- 
ment of the Representative in Congress from the district in which 
located. 

Documents authorized by law to be distributed to designated deposi- 
tory libraries will be forwarded by registered mail as soon as received 
from the Government Printing Office. A list of documents forwarded 
this month is given herein.

Commerce and Labor Department 


NoTE.—The act to establish the Department of Commerce and Labor, approved 
Feb. 14, 1903 (Stat. L. v. 32, pt. 1, page 825), includes the following provisions: 

That there shall be at the seat of government an executive department to be 
known as the Department of Commerce and Labor, and a Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor, who shall be the head thereof. * * * 

Sec. 4. That the following-named offices, bureaus, divisions, and branches of 
the public service, now and heretofore under the jurisdiction of the Department 
of the Treasury, and all that pertains to the same, known as the Light-House 
Board, the Light-House Establishment, the Steamboat-Inspection Service, the 
Bureau of Navigation, the United States Shipping Commissioners, the National 
Bureau of Standards, the Coast and Geodetic Survey, the Commissioner-General 
of Immigration, the commissioners of immigration, the Bureau of Immigration, 
the immigration service at large, and the Bureau of Statistics, be, and the same 
hereby are, transferred from the Department of the Treasury to the Department 
of Commerce and Labor, and the same shall hereafter remain under the juris- 
diction and supervision of the last-named Department; and that the Census Office, 
and all that pertains to the same, be, and the same hereby is, transferred from 
the Department of the Interior to the Department of Commerce and Labor, to 
remain henceforth under the jurisdiction of the latter; that the Department of 
Labor, the Fish Commission, and the Office of Commissioner of Fish and Fisheries, 
and all that pertains to the same, be, and the same hereby are, placed under the 
jurisdiction and made a part of the Department of Commerce and Labor; that 
the Bureau of Foreign Commerce, now in the Department of State, be, and the 
same hereby is, transferred to the Department of Commerce and Labor and con- 
solidated with and made a part of the Bureau of Statistics, hereinbefore trans- 
ferred from the Department of the Treasury to the Department of Commerce and 
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Labor, and the two shall constitute one bureau, to be called the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics, with a chief of the bureau; and that the Secretary of Commerce and Labor 
shall have control of the work of gathering and distributing statistical informa- 
tion naturally relating to the subjects confided to his Department; and the See- 
retary of Commerce and Labor is hereby given the power and authority to rear- 
range the statistical work of the bureaus and oftices confided to said Department, 
and to consolidate any of the statistical bureaus and offices transferred to said 
Department; and said Se¢retary shall also have authority to call upon other 
Departments of the Government for statistical data and results obtained by them; 
and said Secretary of Commerce and Labor may collate, arrange, and publish 
such statistical information so obtained in such manner as to him may seem 
wise. * 

Sec, 5. T hat there shall be in the Department of Commerce and Labor a bureau 
to be called the Bureau of Manufactures, and a chief of said bureau. * * 

SEc. 6. That there shall be in the Department of Commerce and Labor a ‘ivi 
to be called the Bureau of Corporations, and a Commissioner of Corporations who 
shall “e the head of said bureau. * * #* 

SEc. 7. That the jurisdiction, supervision and control now possessed and exer- 
cised by the Department of the Treasury over the fur-seal, salmon and other fish- 
eries of Alaska and over the immigration of aliens into the United States, its 
waters, territories and any place subject to the jurisdiction thereof, are hereby 
transferred and vested in the Department of Commerce and Labor. * * * 

SEc. 11. A person, to be designated by the Secretary of State, shall be appointed 
to formulate, under his direction, for the instruction of consular officers, the 
requests of the Secretary of Commerce and Labor; and to prepare from the dis- 
patches of consular officers, for transmission to the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor, such information as pertains to the work of the Department of Commerce 
and Labor. * * * 

SEc. 12. That the President be, and he is hereby, authorized, by order in writ- 
ing, to transfer at any time the whole or any part of any office, bureau, division 
or other branch of the public service engaged in statistical or scientific work, 
from the Department of State, the Department of the Treasury, the Department 
of War, the Department of Justice, the Post-Office Department, the Department 
of the Navy or the | Department of the Interior, to the Department of Commerce 
and Labor. * 

SEc. 13. That this Act shall take effect and be in force from and after its pas- 
sage: Provided, however, That the provisions of this Act other than those of 
section twelve in relation to the transfer of any existing office, bureau, division, 
officer or other branch of the public service or authority now conferred thereon, 

+ tothe Department of Commerce and Labor shall take effect and be in force on 
the first day of July, nineteen hundred and three, and not before.
